quired. : 

The nucleus could well be esta- 
blished of a gas-clearing corps, 
vhose duties would be to dispel gas 
from the ures of an attack as soon 
as possible after the attack was 
lnunched. This task was most {m- 
portant, to minimise dislocation of 
community services. Members of 
the corps would require 
and protection with masks. and 
special clothes. All the work was 
being undertaken in Great Britain, 
and, in his opinion, Australia should 
Jay the foundations to mect similar 
emergencies.—Reuter.

TEMPERATURE BELOW ZERO IN 
DAZZLING SUNSHINE. - 


¢ New York, To-day. 

Despite the dazzling sun- 
shine, the‘teperature in most 
of the eastern States of America 
is below zero. The cold is par- 
ticularly severe in Pennsylvania, 
where the temperatures yeater- 
day ranged -from 18 degrees to 
.35 degrees below zero.
